LONDON EXAMPLE 


Six Policemen Capture Desper- 
ate Negro Barricaded in 
South Side Barn.

Armed with a rifle e drink crazed negro 
held a dozen policemen at bay for an hour 
last night, and not until be ran out of ammu- 
nition Mas he taken from his fort —a barn 
im the rear of 3141 South Park avenue. 

During the siege the negro fired several 
shots at the bluecoated men from the Stan- 
ton avenue station, but no damage was in- 
fiicted. A cessation of firing gave Lieut 
Joel Smith reason to believe that the man 
had spent his last bullet. With Sergt. Patrick 
MeWeeny and four patrolmen Lieut. Smith 
led the way to the barn loft, and without 
firing a shot made captive the besieged negro, 
who attempted to brain the policemen with 
the rifle. 

Residents of the neighborhood were at- 
tracted to the scene by the fusillade that 
poured from the fort,”” and during the hour 
that the police surrounded the place intense 


excitement prevailed. 


Resembles Late, London Affair. 

It was likened by Lieut. Smith to a minia- 
ture reproduction of the affair in London 
ast week in which the desperadoes held an 
army of policemen, firemen, artillery, and 
Scots Guards at bay for several hours. 

I dare say, remarked Lieut. Smith, after 
the episode, that six Chicago policemen 
could have taken those fellows in London and 
locked them up. We do police business dif- 
ferently over here.’ 

The negro who caused the trouble was John 
Wright, 22 years old. He is employed by 

Johh Franklin, also colored, an expressmen, 
whose barn is at 3141 South Park avenue. 

Wright has been sleeping in the barn loft. 
His employer told the police that Wright 
drank a pint of diluted alcohol during the 
day, after which he was seized with homicidal 
mania. 

Franklin was driven from the barn by the 
crazed man when he went to attend the 
horses in the evening. A telephone call was 
sem to the Stanton avenue station and the 
patrol wagon responded with Patrolmen 
Abern and Meehen. 

„ He's got a rifle and a pocketful of bul- 
lets,” was Franklin'e warning to the police. 
„Be careful or he’ kill you.” 


| Fires on Policemen, 

Ahern and Meehan started to ascend the 
stairs to the loft and the negro fired at them. 
A second attempt was made and another 
shot was fired. 

The two policemen withdrew until they got 
reinforcements from the station. 

“Don’t you think you had better call out 
the First regiment?” said a resident of Cal- 
umet avenue to Lieut. Smith. He had read 
the story of what occurred in London. 

“No, there is no need of calling out 
anybody,” was Smith’s reply. Pat Mc- 
Weeney and myself are able to take care of 
this coon.” 

At that moment the negro fired again. 

„He's real sassy, isn’t he, Lute?” said 
McWeeney. “ What he needs is a good wal- 
lop, and I'll take one at him when the time 
comes.” 

The policemen kept dodging bullets until 
Wright ran short of ammunition. Then they 
closed in on him and carted him off to the 


station.

MAINE BLOWN UP FROM INSIDE? 
Divers’ Reporta Indicate That Internal 


Explosion Probably Was Responsible | 


for Destruction of Battleship. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8 —[{Special. ]—The 
war department ie receiving reports from 
those engaged in raising the sunken battle- 
ship Maine from Havana harbor which, ac- 
cording to the engineers in charge, suggest 
thet the disaster was due to an internal ex- 
plosion and not to any external agency. 

In the mud and silt in which the hull of the 
battleship lies buried have been found great 
quantities of coal and the bones of some of 
the crew who met death when the explo- 
sion came and the ship sank. Engineers and 
officers now advance the theory that the coal 
and the bodies of the men were blown from 
the battleship by the explosion of one of the 
airtight compartments in which were stored 
powder or other explosives. 

They do not think the coal could have been 
blown from the hull of the battlezhip by an 
outside explosion. The Spanish authorities 
always have contended that the sinking of 
the Maine was the result of an internal ex- 
plosion.

Commissioner Charles Glennon of the coun- 
ty board picked up his Sunpar TRIBUND yes- 
terday morning, read about the congestion at 
the county hospital, and started to invegti- 
gate. He went through the hospital from 
basement to attic. 

When his trip wes concluded he had infor- 
mation in his [little note book to the effect 
that patients had been harbored there for 
years in no need of medical attention. Oth- | 
ers ip a dying condition were forced to sleep 
on the floor. One man had been there for 
eleven years, 127 others had been there for 
periods varying from six months to sx 
years; many “ hospital rate” lived at the 
place and grafted upon real patients by seil- 
ing them tobacco and small things; and the 
situation was considered such a joke that 
their sleeping places were referred to as the 

Palmer and Sherman house. 


Given Room and Board for Work. 

Involved in the charges of long residence of 
those popularly known as “ hospital rats 
are the large financial demands due to a con- 
stantly increasing need of nurses. The IIII-

List Not Needing Medical Aid. 


Commissioner Glennon, in his search of the 
books, classified alphabetically the “ pa- 
tlents he believes have passed the stage 
where they need medical attention, and 
gives this as some of the results:

Page B Twelve patients in hospi- 
tal from six months to four years. 

Page *‘C”—Twelve “ patients.’ In hospi- 
ta] from six months to three years.

Page “H”—Sixteen patients in hose- 
pital from eight months to three years. 

Page “K*’—Seven patients in hospital 
from eight months to seven yeers.

Says Patients“ Are Needed. 

Warden Happel sald that (emundéetioner 
Glennon’s statements should not be viewed 
with alarm. 

“The presence of these people is neces- 
sary,” he said. “ And it eaves the county 
money. They watch the patients, wind ban 
dages, ald the internes in dressing wounds, 
help the cooks, and do other things for which 
the county would have to pay. 

“A number of these patients would remain 
in the hospital until they beHeved they were 
cured and then at times leave to work again. 
but they soon would come back, owing to 
their inability to work for any length of time 
It would have been inhuman and dangerous 
to have summarily ejected them, and the 
majority were willing to perform small duties 
about the buildings. 

„The Illinois Training School for Nurses 
appears not to be doing all the work it is be- 
ing paid for,” said Mr. Glennon at nicht. It 
has about 286 nurses on duty in the daytime 
and thirty-five at night. These men, many of 
whom have been listed ae patients for from 
six months to eleven years, are doing much 
of the work at the county's expense. The 
county gives them̃ their meals and sleeping 
quarters. These men occupy warde that con- 
tain 186 beds. .Meanwhile many patients are 
sleeping on the floors. 

“Over in the contagious hospital the 
nurtes have one entire floor. They are not 
supposed to have quarters at all in the hos- 
pitel. Their rooming and eating place is 
supposed to be at the school across the 
street.

“The producers have fought hard against 
the regulations of our department, but the 
reports now made public show that we were 
justified in insisting either on the tuberculin 
test or pasteurization, It must be done, and 
so far as we can ascertain is being done. 
The producers objected to the additional cost. 
We are now devoting our attention to more 
cleanliness. The producers must keep the 
milk freer of dirt. Another thing we will not 
stand for is bringing milk in contact with 
typhoid or scariet fever or diphtheria.“ 


Discusses Meat Question, 

After disposing. of the milk problem the 
government report takes up the meat ques- 
tion. No diseased meat goes out of the Chi- 
cago packing houses under government in- 
spection, according to Dr. Melvin. He said 
that of the 50,000,000 animals inspected by 
the agente of the bureau in the slaughter 
houses of the country, nearly 1,000,000 car- 
Cases were condemned in whole or in part as 
unfit for human food. 

It is sometimes falsely asserted, he said, 
“that diseased meat is passed for food. The 
only foundation for such statements is that 
the wholesome and healthy meat of an ani- 
mal affected slightly and locally with some 
@isease is passed after the affected portion 
has been removed and condemned. 


Condemn Only Diseased Part. 

“The meat or flesh may not be affected in 
any particular, the disease usually being 
eonfined to certain glands or organs. The 
diseased portion is condemned only; the 
healthy portion is passed for food. 

“The idea of eating the meat of a slightly 
Giseased animal may de repulsive to some, 
Dut a Httle consideration should readily 
convince a reasonable person that there is 
no valid reason for condemning and wasting 
perfectly wholesome meat siknply use 
there happens to be somewhere in the anima! 
@ giand or an organ showing a lesion, or a 
parasitic nodule, or some slight local con- 
dition which does not extend to or affect in 
any way the remainder of the carcass. 

“The argument that all the meat of an 
apimal affected to even the slightest degree 
with any disease should be totally and ut- 
terly condemned, H carried to the extreme 
and to its logical end, would result in the 
condemnation of practically every. anima! 
slaughtered and the abolijinn of meat as 
food.

Dr. Bloustein is lecturing at the Chicago 
Schoo? of Civics and Philanthropy while 
studying the Slavic residents of the city. In 
Speaking of the newcomers he said: 

“ Among these people women are not treat- 
das the inferiors of men in any way. The 
men do not tip their hats to the women or 
give up seats to them in public conveyancee 
or pay for their meals. 

“These are but examples of the conven- 
tions of American life to which ‘ Young Rus- 
sia does noteubscribe. These people are not 
Anarchists but Socialists. 

America, once individualistic, is now be- 
coming institutionalized. It will be the worse 
for its civilization if there is not a reaction. 
That is why I think that the Slavs, who are 
individualists, may be important to America. 
But they will need the leadership of the edu- 
cated younger generation. 

“America has no national immigration 
problem.. The only problem of tmmigration 
is that of the large cities. The cities should 
solve this themselves. It is a matter of ordi- 
nances controlling. congestion and like ills.”

TELLS OF SESSION 


The Rev. F. G. Smith Finds an 
Atmosphere Leading to 
Graft in First Week. 


HEARS OF FREE CAR RIDES 


Also Surprised at Number of 
Jobs“ Furnished by Legisla- 
tors for Election Debts. 


In his first week as a state representative 
the Rev. Frank G. Smith, pastor of Warren 
Avenue Congregational church, discovered 
two things that are not right in the Uli 
nois legislature. 

“I do not criticise the integrity of any 
man, he told his congregation last evening, 
and I do not hope to change these things 
by explosive methods, but I shall endeavor 
to become acquainted with every man in the 
legislature and to tell him that I think these 
things are not right.“ 

The subject of the use of free transporta- 
tion by the legislators was the first to arouse 
him, 

J could no more accept free trarsporta- 
tion than I could put my hand in your pocket 
and take your money,” he declared. 


Only Short Way to Graft. 

In connection with the other subject, the 
creation of needless jobs for the friends 
of the legislators, he said: 

These little things have an insidious ef- 
fect. They lead us further and further over 
the line, and it is not far to pure, downright, 
heinous graft.” 

Representative Smith, who was elected 
from the Nineteenth district on an ‘‘ Inde- 
pendent Citizens’ '"’ ticket, took his seat on 
Wednesday and closely scrutinized the busi- 
ness transacted that day and on Thursday 


and Friday. 

He returned to his pulpit and his evening 
subject was One Week’s Experience as a 
Legislator.“ He praised the election of 
Speaker Adkins. 

There are one or two things that came up 
in conversation that impressed me strongly.“ 
he began. An old member of the logisia- 
ture happened to ask me H T had’ received 
my transportation. I had. I paid $38.20, 1 
think it was, for a ticket on the Alton and 
$2 for a sleeper, and I had just as good trans- 
portation as any of them, i 


‘Finds Reason for Free Rides. 

Why, the state doesn’t furnish trans- 
portation, does it? I asked. ‘I didn’t know 
that,’ and I was told that the state didn't 
but the companies would. 

I began to inquire into this to learn upon 
what basis the companies issued free trans- 
portation. One legislator explained that it 
was a ‘custom resulting from the fact that 
the railroads have broad general rights given 
| them by ‘the state; such as the right of em- 
ment domain, and that it was no more than 
right that they ehould furnish transporta- 
tion to the legislators in return for these 
rights. - 

“That sounded good. but I couldn’t keep 
from thinking about it. Roughly estimated, 
I suppose, my railroad fare during the year 
would be about $200. Now, never hae any 
corporation come to me and presented me 
with $200 without any anticipation of ite re- 
ceiving anything in return. 

Maybe the railroads don't expest any- 
thing in return. Maybe there are some men 


who take it and are not affected when rail-. 


road matters come before them officially. 
But I can’t conceive of any great corpora- 
tion handing out the equivalent of thou- 
sands of dollars Without any idea of W ro- 
ceiving good in return. 

I could no more accept free transporta- 
tion than I could put my hand in your pocket 
and take y money. 

They say the railroads owe it to the legis- 
lators. If so, let them come out openly in a 


regular session and declare so to the public. 


“Jobe” for Election Friends, 

“Another thing that attracted my atten- 
tion was that we seemed to choose an unusual 
number of janitors, assistant janitors, super- 
intendents of ventilation, dusters, eweepere, 
and such employés. I asked a fellow mem- 
ber if the number was not large. He en 
plained that the statutes fixed thé number of 
these employés with the extra provision that 
the number can be added to as occasion de- 
mands.

beds I locked around a little and then went 
back to the elevator. 

1 ¢hought you said there was nobody 
in that ward?’ I said. 

*** Tan@ant there were no patients there,’ he 
replied. 

“I went to the Palmer house, the Annex, 
end the Sherman house and found men in the 


beds of all of them. I also found men up and 


waiking around. One man looked strong 
enough to lick Jeffries. 

There are over 1,800 patients, and there 
is a constant demand for more room. I shall 
take up this matter at once with Commis- 
sioner Sultan, chairman of the hospital com- 
mittee, and Commissioner Fitzgerald, chair- 
man of the-committee on Dunning. There 
are a lot of cots out at Dunning that can be 
brought to the hospital for patients that are 
sleeping on the floor. With Dr. Sultan I 
shall take up the matter of cleaning out those 
‘hotels’ and giving the beds to patients. 


Nurses Occupy Entire Floor. 

The nurses.have no right to a floor in the 
contagious hospital. They should sleep at 
the school. They muet give up that floor. I 
understand that some of them eat agthe hos- 
pital, which is contrary to the contract. 

These nurses’ helpers that are occupying 
beds that should be given to patients are 
mostly from the Eighteenth ward, the lodging 
house district. 

“A good many are registered from 04 
West Madison street. Aberdeen street also 
appeared frequently among the addresses 
on the hospital books. Some of these rats“ 
make money by selling tobacco and small 
stuff to patients. 

There is a story told at the hospital in re- 
gard to the way in which some of these 
nurses’ helpers get their @rinks. A saloon- 
keeper at Wood and Harrison streets seems 
to get the principal profits from this. The 
men do not want to be seen entering the sa- 
loon, but they stand outside and signal with 
thelr fingers to some one standing within 
theientrance, holding up a number of fingers 
to indicate bow many,” which number of 
drinks are slipped to them in a bottle out- 
side.

Elkins’ death two others have been put for- 
ward fér one or the other of the vacancies.

Prehistoric Animals. 


SUCH AS ROAMED EARTH. 


Existence of Intelligent Life 
There Still Open Question, 
Says Pickering. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 8.—[Special, ]—That the 
planet Venus, the nearest of the earth’s ce- 
lestial sisters, may be populated by millions 
of huge prehistoric monsters and lizards, 
such as roamed and cra wied the earth 300,000 
years ago, was the assertion today of Prof. 
William H. Pickering of the Harvard uni- 
versity astronomical department. 

* Certainly there are many physical rea- 
sons, said Prof. Pickering, for thinking 
that if any other planet besides the earth 
is inhabited it is probably Venus. It is about 
the same size as the earth and its density 
is about the same, The force of gravity 
upon its surface is only slightly lees than 
that on the earth. It has been estimated, 
that roughly speaking, the gravity of Venus 
as compared with that of the earth is as 
85 to 100. 

“The temperature of Venus is probably 

the same as in our own tropics, and the 
dense atmosphere may be of a composition 
such as enveloped the earth in the carbon- 
iferous period. 
“Ag to the existence of intelligent life, 
the question is still open until we hear more 
definitely from Prof. See, the government 
astronomer at Mare’s Island. He may have 
observed markings that he is certain are 
made on the surface of the planet, and not 
merely upon the outer wrappings of clouds 
and he may feel convinced that these mark- 
ings indicate the presence of intelligent bo- 
ings 

“If it is ever established that the planet 
Venus ie inhabited it will be leas surprising 
than if the same were proved conclusively 
of any other planet, owing to the similarity 
in many respects of Venus and the earth.“

But that was the only political or near po- 
litical question upon which the personal 
friend of Col. Theodore Roosevelt would con- 
sent to be interviewed. When the former 
head of the forestry service was told that 
the west was eager to learn what his former 
chief had in mind for 1012. Mr. Pinchot has- 
tilly remarked:

Another example could 
be shown in the way a great railroad became 
the owner of a great area of oil lands. From 
St. Paul to the gulf there are only three 
cities in which the Mississippi river frontage 
is not controlled by the railroads. 

“The lion in the roadway is the undue 
political power of men anxious to use that 
power, not for governmental reasons, not for 
human welfare, but for prefit. 

“Tf we would have the natural resources 
for the benefit of the many we must destroy 
the root and power of the specia! interests. 
It is necessary to drive out the men who are 
in politics purely for profit.”

SEEKS 10 STOP TRESPASSING 


Pennsylvania Railroad Calls At- 
tention to Its Campaign.

TOLL OF DEATHS IS LARGE.

Over 15,000 Persons Killed and m- 
jured in Last 11 Tears. 


Over 16,000 trespassers have been kilied and 
injured on the property of the Pennsylvania’ 
railroad system in the eleven years since 
Jan. 1, 1900, and 585 were killed and 582 in- 
jured during the year 1910, according to a 
compilation made by the railroad company. 
During the eleven year period 7,996 people 
were killed and 7,888 injured. 

The figures are iseued by thecompany, in 
accordance with its annual custom, in the 
form of a statement calling attention to its 
campaign to secure enforcement of the laws 
against trespassing on railroad property, 


Campaign Given Wide Publicity. 
In 1907, when 916 people were killed, the 
managememt of the road instituted a cam- 
paign to educate the public to the dangers of 
the practice. The cooperation of city and 
county authorities was invited, and wide 
publicity was given to the lose of life m- 
volved. Aga result the number of killed was 
reduced in 1908 to 748. a reduction of 178 or | 
more than 18 per cent. In the death 
roll from this cause wae egain reduced to 
633, or about 15 per cent. Ab the record for 
1910 shows 585 Killed, there has been a re- 
duction of 36 per cent in the last four years. 
The road has posted its right of way with 
signe warning all persons against using rail. 
road tracks as thoroughfares. Division o- 
cers have interested their local newspapers 
in giving publicity to the results ye oe 
passing. 
Few Passengers Are 

The general managers of the different lines 
of the system have been unceasing in calling 
to the attention of staff officers the necessity 
for showing the public that, while it isa rare 
e@ccuremce thet passengers on the trains 
suffer any: injury, it ie equally true that 
thousands of people tree passing on railroad 
property in violation of law are killed or 
maimed for Mfe every year. 

The road is prepared to conduct an even 
more aggressive campaign during the com- 
ing year, and every officer and employé of 
the system will be asked to lend his assist~

Says Roads Must Show EI. 
cient Management. 


PLEA IN ILLINOIS CASE. 


Action Relates to Proposed Ad- 
vances by Lines in West- 
ern Territory. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—" It is evident 
that there is no presumption one way or the 
other that the carriers efficiently and eco- 
nomically operate, and as the burden rests 
upon them under the interstate commerce 
act to prove their case, to prove t they 
must show efficient management.” 

This is one of the important propositions 
laid down in the bref filed with the inter- 
state commerce commission by WilMam Duff 
Haynie and H. C. Lust on behalf of the In- 
nois Manufacturers’ associetion in the pend- 
ing investigation by the commisesion of. the 
proposed advances in freight rates by the 
railroads. 

It ie maintained in the brief that proof of 
efficient and economical management hes 
not been demonstrated, because “ railroad 
management shows the same evils today as 
ged years ago,” when it became necessary 

institute governmental regulation of the 
lers. 


Deals with Proposed Advances. 

While the brief deals generally with the 
rate situation throughout the country, it 
makes more particular reference to the 
proposed advances by the roads in western 
trunk line territory. These are not advances 
on class rates but on commodity rates, ap- 
proximately sixty commodities being selected 
to bear the proposed increases. It is urged 
in the brief that a part of the burden of 
proof is to show that the rates as to par- 
ticular commodities affected ere reasonable. 


N This, it is submitted, has not been done. 


Much of the argument is of the question 
as to what constitutes a reasonable rate. 

“ The railroads contend,” asserts the brief, 
“that it is the value of the service to the 
shipper, namely, all that the traffic will bear. 
We maintain that all that the carrier is en- 
titled to earn fle a return of not to exceed 
6 per cent upon the amount actually in- 
vested in good faith in the property, pro- 
vided the property hae been efficiently oper- 
ated, and the rates which yield such a return 
do not unduly burden thepublic.” 


Court Decisions Cited. 

As to the best way to meet existing condi- 
tions, various court decisions are cited in 
support of the proposition to base the rate 
upon the cost in good faith of the average 
railroad in any given territory. It is sug- 
gested that in some way, at some time, the 
value per mile of road will be established 
aa a basie for the freight rate of that par- 
ticular road. 

Attention im directed: to the argument of 
the eastern carriers that they are entitled 
to an increase in rates because of the ad- 
vance in wages which they have been com- 
pelled to allow. It u pointed out that the 
country is not yet clear of the business de- 
pression through which it has been passing, 
and to follow the argument of the carriers 
that because times are not 60 good would 
mean, if followed to its logical cotf@lusion, 
that the,time when-the carriers would ex- 
pect to exact their highest rates would be 
in time of panic. 

When the railroads, the brief asserts, come 
before the commission with a request that 
they should be allowed to increase their 
rates because, otherwise, they would not be 
able to sell thier securities or pay a divi- 
dend, the burden rests on them to show that 
the money actually invested in good gaith,
